The state of Georgia will make 
speedy use of its $10,000,000 share 
of the federal highway fund with both 
the cities and the rural districts shar- 
ing in the proceeds of the fund, Chair- 
man J. J. Mangham, of the highway 
board, said Thursday after receiving 
official information from Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge that President Roose- 
velt had ordered immediate release of 


the fund, 
Georgia’s share of the fund had 


been held up since July 1 because of 
the controversy over control of the 


highway department. 

Chairman Mangham conferred 
Thursday with Commissioner Max L. 
McRae and, is expected to résume the 
conference today when Commissioner 
W. Eugene Wilburn, the third mem- 
ber of the board, will join in the dis- 


cussions. 

Mr. Mangham said Thursday that 
he felt confident that the board would 
be able to present its first series of 


projects to federal engineers for ap- 
proval within two weeks. He said 
that nothing definite had been decided 
on the projects to be submitted, and 
that the board would remain silent 
on all of them until it had fully de- 
termined what tasks shall be first ap- 
proached. = 

However, because of the provision 
to aid relief work in Governor Tal- 
madge’s contract with Thomas H. Mc- 
Donald, director of the United States 
bureau of public roads, which was 
approved Wednesday by Persident 
Roosevelt, it was expected that among 
the early propects would be included 
several in the larger cities where re- 
lief is badly needed and where con. 
gestion is at its worst. The board 
chairman said he would make no def- 
inite statement regarding this plan 
until he had conferred with his fellow 
commissioners and their ideas had been 
sounded out. 

Under the terms of the act setting 
up the fund, it is required that 25 
per cent of the total be expended in 
the cities and towns and under the 
terms of the Talmadge-McDonald con 
tract, it is provided that relief needs 
shall be given preference over con- 
gested areas. So it appears that the 
cities where relief is needed worst and 
where likewise traffic 1s densest will 
benefit on the early projects.

Government . Employes 
Cheered by Tentative 
Plan for Increases.

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 7.—(?)— 
The bright hope of higher salaries en- 
thused government officials today as 
the budget bureau, in calling for ex- 
pense estimates for next year, asked 
that salary figures be submitted on 
the base pay rate—without any 18 
per cent reduction. 

To prevent undue counting of dol- 
lars before they arrived, however, the 
bureau made clear in its general leiter 
to budgetary officers of the depart- 
ments and agencies that its call was 
“not to be understood as indicative of 
a change in existing policy.” 

This was interpreted by fiscal 
agents of several of the major federal 
agencies as a precautionary qualifica- 
tion, since most of them feel that by 
January 1 President Roosevelt will 
restore half if not all of the present 
15 per cent reduction. 

In support of this view they called 
attention to increasing costs of living 
and the economy law’s provision that 
the salary reductions be based on fluc- 
tuations in living expenses and that 
January 1 is the next date for deter- 
mining these factors.

T0 PROVE FUTILE, 
BANKERS WARNED 


Administration Spokes- 
man Tells A. B. A. That 
Insurance Plan Will 
Benefit Banks, Public. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—(#)—The_na- 
tion’s bankers were told today that 
deposit insurance was for their own 
good and for the good of the public 
—and were given to understand by 
the administration that their opposi- 
tion would be of no avail. 

J. F. O’Cow or, comptroller of the 
currency and one of the men who will 


direct the deposit insurance plan, list- 
ed before the Amecsican Bankers’ As- 
sociation replies by President Roose- 
velt to all of their many objections to 
deposit guaranty. 

“Tnjustice to noné,” O’Connor said, 
‘is the first aim of the national bank- 
ing act of 1933, which provides for 
guaranty of deposits o $2,500 or 
less.” The act becomes effective im 
part next January 1. 

He declared “vicious, unwarranted 
and untruthful propaganda” had been 
distributed to the effect that small 
banks and independent banks would be 
eliminated under the act. 

Contradicts Objections. 

In direct and forceful contradic- 
tion of objections by the bankers, 
O’Connor sta.ed: (1) the public made 
a loud demand for deposit insurance, 
as reflected in passage of the law 
with huge majorities in congress; 
(2) the law makes a fact of the the 
ory that depositors have a right to 
their money; (3) deposit insurance 
will banish bank runs by giving as- 
surance of absolute safety; (4) it 
will obviate the necessity of the post- 
al savings bank and return to the 
banks more than a billion dollars in 
deposits: (5) the act will extend cred- 
it and modify cash reserves; (6) it 
will save banks millions of dollars 
by eliminating interest on demand de- 
posits; (7) the expense and work in 
setting up the machinery are not pro- 
hibitive.

The com- 
missioners reiterated that public order 
was being maintained, but fears of 
another revolution were openly voiced. 
The 16 ship# raised to 30 the num- 
ber of American men-of-war either 
anchoreil off the Cuban coast or en 
route to that vicinity. - 

The United States cruiser Richmond 
and the destroyer Bainbridge entered 
Havana harbor late Thursday after- 
noon, the Richmond nosing her way 
st Merro tle first and the Bain 
idge follo close after.

LEICESTER, Eng., Sept. 7.—@)— 
Casting a ske eye on the all 
Norman ancestry of certain English 
families, Lord glan, head of the 
mnthropology section, told the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science today to be wary of “pedigree 
fakers.” 

Lord Raglan startled non-scientific 
members of his audience when he 
declared flatly that while there are 
geany English families whose “tradi- 
tions” are traced to the Norman con- 
quest, “it can be said without fear of 
contradiction that not one of these is 


a genuine tradition.” 


All of them are the work of “pedi- 
gree fakers, who have flourished m 
early times and there is not a word 
of truth in thein.”

GRAPE RECIPES... 

Grapes Provide a Note of Color on the Breakfast Table and a Temptation 
to the Flagging Appetite: 

Green or Partially Ripe Ones, They Make a Most 
Beautiful Bright Red Jelly. 

A Plentiful Supply of Grape Juice Will Be Most Welcome During Winter 


Days to Come. 


One of the most luscious and beautiful of fruits is the grape, regard- 
A very popular variety is the Concord or purple 
grape, from which is made grape juice de luxe. 

Grapes may by served in clusters as they come from the vine, or 
They made be made into grape juice, grape butter, jam, cat- 
sup or jelly. The juice freshly extracted or canned may be utilized in 
the making of exceptionally good meat dishes or desseris. 


It should not be more than half-inch 
thick. 


When stiff, turn out from pan, cut 
in fancy shapes, cubes, oblongs or 
strips. Roll in graulated or powdered 
sugar. To get the grape pulp, first 
allow the juice to drip from cooked 
grapes, then force the remainder of 
the mixture through a fine enough 
sieve to eliminate seeds and skins. 


Royal Purple Pudding. 

One pint (2 cups) grape juice or 
juice and pulp, 1-2 cup sugar, 3 table- 
anoeen quick-cooking tapioca, pinch 
Sait. 

Heat the grape juice, add sugar and 
tapioca with salt. Cook till clear and 
thickened, which will take about 15 
minutes. Chill. Serve with plain or 
sweetened whipped cream, or plain 
rich cream. 

Grape Juice Consomme. 

Two cups hot water, 1 broken stick 
cinnamon, 2 cups grape juice, 1 ta- 
blespoon sugar, 2 cups rich consomme, 
2 tablespoons cornstarch. 

Tie the cinnamon in a cheese cloth 
bag and place it in the hot water. Boil 
till water is flavored with the spice. 
Remove bag. Add the grape juice, 
sugar and consomme, previously well 
seasoned, Moisten the cornstarch with 
small amount cold water, add to the 
liquid carefully, stirring to prevent 
lumping. Cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til clear and slightly thickened. Serve 
very hot, garnished with slices of 
hard-cooked eggs in each cupful. 

Double-Crust Grape Pie. 

One quart Concord grapes, 1 table- 
spoon lemon juice, 3-4 cup sugar, 
pastry for pie. 

Loosen grape skins from pulp, heat 
pulp till seeds come out, then press 
the pulp through a sieve to remove 
them. Combine pulp and skias. Add 
sugar and lemon juice. 

Line a pie pan with pastry dough. 
Fill with cooked grape mixture. Cover 
top with narrow strips of pastry ar- 
ranged lattice-work fashion, or with 
an entire top crust, well cut and per- 
forated. Bake in hot oven 425 de- 
grees for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to 
375 degrees and continue baking till 
done, about 20-25 minutes. 

Grape Meringue Pie. 

One quart (4 cups) blue grapes, 2 
egg yolks, 2 egg whites, 1 cup sugar, 
2 tablespoons flour, ground cloves. 

Separate pulp from skins. Put pulp 
in top of double boiler, steam 20 min- 
utes, then press through a sieve to 
remove seeds. 

Add unbeaten egg yolks with sifted 
dry ingredients to pulp and skins, mix 
well. Line a deep pie pan with pastry 
dough, turn in the grape mixture. 
Bake in moderate oven 350 degrees for 
45 minutes. Then cover with meringue 
made with the beaten egg whites sea- 
soned with 2 tablespoons sugar for 
each egg white. Brown in slow oven 
15 minutes.

Then add the orange 
juice and grated rind, and the sifted 
dry ingredients. Bake in well-greased 
loaf pan, with-piece of paper in bot- 
tom, in moderate 350-degree oven 
about 45 or 50 minutes. This may 
be served unfrosted, or frosted with 
an orange butter cream. 

Canadian Orange Cake. 

One and one-half cups brown sugar, 
1-2 cup butter or margarin, 2 eggs, 
3-4 cup sour milk, 1 cup seeded rai- 
sins, 1 teaspoon baking soda, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, 2 cups bread flour, 
1-2 teaspoon baking powder, 1 orange. 

Squeeze juice from orange, and put 
the rind through the fine cutter on 
food chopper. Then run the raisins 
through it. Combine cake as usual, 
creaming sugar and fat, adding eggs 
and beating well; combining dry in- 
gredients, and adding them alternate- 
ly to the first mixture with the 
orange juice and chopped fruit, - 

Bake in layers, using plain white 
frosting between layers and on top. 
Bake in 375-degree oven about 20 
minutes, 

Orange Cream Layer Cake. 
Make an orange loaf cake batter. 

Bake in layers. It is a good idea, if 
crowd is larger than normal, to dou- 
ble the recipe and make three thick 
layers, baking in 375-degree oven for 
20 minutes. Put layers together with 
orange cream filling. 

Orange Cream Filling. 

One teaspoon cornstarch, 1 table- 
spoon butter, 1-2 cup sugar, 1 cup 
scalded milk, 3 eggs, juice and rind 
1 orange; rind 1 lemon. 

Mix cornstarch and sugar, pour on 
gradually the hot milk, stirring con- 
stantly to prevent lumping. Beat egg 
yolks, add the hot mixture slowly, 
cook in double boiler 5 minutes, stir- 
ring well. Add the butter, orange 
and lemon juice, rind and stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Cool and spread be- 
tween layers. 

Frost the cake with white double 
boiler frosting, flavored with orange 
extract, and decorate the edge of the 
finished cake with half. slices of 
oranges in a circle, rounded side out. 
Cut the orange slices a little ahead 
of time and let the excess juice drain 
from them, so that it will not run 
onto the frosting. 

Pine e M e Cake. 

One cup butter, 1-2 cup sugar, 4 
ie yolks, 4 tablespoons milk, 1-2 cup 
cake flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 
sift in last 2 tablespoons cake flour 
with 1-4 teaspoon salt. 

Mix as for cake, pour into 2 eight- 
inch layer pans and add meringue 
topping. anne Teovi Suew 

eringue Topping. % 

Four egg whites, 3-4 cup sugar, 1-3 
teaspoon vanilla, 3-4 cup chopped nut 
meats. 

Beat egg whites to a froth, add 
sugar gradually, continuing beating 
until all sugar is added. Meringue 
should hold a point when beater is re- 
moved from it. Then add vanilla and 
spread the mixture on top of each of 
the unbaked layers, Sprinkle the chop- 
ped nutmeats on top of meringue.

One cup whipping cream, 1 1-2 
tablespoons powdered sugar, 1 cup 
crushed pineapple, drained, 1-4 tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Whip cream, add other ingredients. 
Place one of the baked layers, me- 
ringue side down, on a cake plate. 
Spread with ‘whipped cream pine- 
apple filling. ce the second layer 
on top, with meringue side up. 

This cake is best if eaten the day 
it is made. At any rate, the whipped 
cream filling should not be added until 
shortly before serving. 

Boston Cream Pie. 

Bake two plain layers of cake. Put 
them together with a rich cream fill- 
ing, and top the cake with powdered 
sugar. Washington cream pie is made 
the same way with chocolate filling. 

English Cream Filling. 

Scald 1 cup rich milk in double 
boiler. Combine 1-3 cup of flour with 
1-8 cup cold milk to a paste and add 
to the hot milk, pre ge constantl 
until thick, Cover and allow to coo 
15 minutes. 

Beat 1 egg, add 1-2 cup sugar and 
beat again. Then add 1-4 teaspoon salt 
and stir into the hot mixture. Con- 
tinue stirring and cooking for about 
a minute, till egg is set. Cool, flavor 
with vanilla.

BYRD WOULD FLY 


BEYOND THEPOLE” | 


Admiral Will Sail Sep- 
tember 25 for Two-Year 
Trip Into Antarctic. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(UP)— 
Rear Admiral Richard Evelyn Byrd 
announced plans today for a two- 
year antarctic exploration trip in 
which he plans to fly “beyond the 
pole” and explore an area as iarge 
as the United States and Mexico com- 
bined. 

Byrd, who called at the White 
House to bid President Roosevelt 
good-bye, said he would sail from Bos- 
ton September 25 for Little America, 
the base he established on his last 
antarctic expedition. The climax of 
that trip was a flight to the south 
pole and back. 

“I am going to attempt to fly be- 
yond the pole this time,’ Byrd said. 
“That is where the great uncharted 
area lies. As long as there is such a 
vast territory unknown by man exist- 
ing on the face of the globe, I be- 
lieve it necessary to investigate.” 

Seventy Men. 

Byrd will have in his party 70 
men and 150 sledge dogs. Two ships, 
the old revenue cutter Bear and the 
supply ship Pacific Fir, will carry 
14,000 separate items of food to sup- 
port the party during its two-year 
sojourn. 

““‘We will live in an ice age, look 
for a new continent and serve 10 or 
12 branches of science,” Byrd said. 

Mr. Roosevelt made public the fol- 
lowing letter of farewell to his caller: 

“My Dear Dick: . 

“T am delighted that you have had 
the faith to go ahead with this scien- 
tific expedition to the antarctic con- 
tinent and that you have definitely 
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set the date of departure for Sep- *) 


tember 25 

“It is because you and I are such 
old friends, and because I have fol- 
lowed so closely your three previous 
expeditions, that I expect to keep in 
close touch with your new expedition. 

New Continent. 

“T realize the importance of your 
excellent preparations for scientific 
discovery, and the fact that you will 
make a detailed survey of a large area 
of a new continent previously unex- 
plored. It is worth while to serve 12 
branches of science. 

“I am especially interested in the 
exhaustive study of weather on the 
antarctic continent—a territory in the 
clutches of the ice age, and a weather 
maker for the greater part of the 
South American continent. Your 
—— observations will undoubtedly 

of great . importance to South 
America and to the scientific know]l- 
edge of ‘world weather conditions. 

“From a sentimental point of view, 
I am delighted that you are using the 
famous old coast guard revenue cutter 
Bear, and I wish much that I could 
see you and the expedition off when 
you sail. 

“I want you to feel that on your 
expedition you have the full support 
of the United States government and 
that you can call on the government 
in case of need or emergency. 

“When you re-establish the postof- 
fice at Little America be sure to send 
me a letter for my stamp collection. 

“Good luck to you and all of your 
associates and crews. 

“Always sincerely yours, 
“FRANKLIN | D. ROOSEVELT.”

Husky Top Sergeant in Limelight

Almost overnight Fulgencio Batista 
has become a center of activity in the 
latest difficulties in Cuba. 

A few days ago he was a top ser- 
geant in the Cuban army. In the 
new revolution he took charge of the 
military .under the title of “revolu- 
tionary chief of the armed forces of 


the republic.” He had been stationed 
at Camp Columbia. 

Batista, regarded as an outstand- 
ing court stenographer, is full of 
energy. There is seldom a time when 
his face does not bear a smile. He is 
square jawed with a werfol phy- 
sique, black hair an of medium 
height. 

Of a polite nature, his experience 
as court stenographer for nearly 
every military trial held in Cuba 
dates back about eight years. In that 
time he became acquainted with stu- 
dents and oppositionists tried for ac- 
tivity against former President Ma- 
chado. 

This leader of the army in the 
bloodless overthrow of President De 
Cespedes and his cabinet. in office a 
bare 22 days after the hastened ‘de- 
parture of Machado, explained = the 
movement’as “the result of plans of 
civilian leaders.” Each, he added, 
expects to return “to his place in the 
ranks as soon.as circumstances per- 
mit replacement by officers of the 
army, whose uniforms have not been 
stained by unworthy acts against 
the people.” : 

His associates in the movement 
were an attorney, a professor of anat- 
omy, a banker, an editor, and a pro- 
fessor of penal law, Guillermo Por- 
tela, who is the nominal president be- 
fore the diplomatic corps.

Primarily the newspaper of 
that day was for the dissemination 
of the policies and opinions of its 
editors and for political propa- 
ganda. 
Day’s idea was that a newspaper 
should live up to its name, and the 
Sun was dedicated to the publica- 
tion of the news of the day, as its 
primary function, an idea which 
proved immediately popular and 
which has been zealously followed 
by the Sun in its century of honor- 
able existence. 
Despite the fact that the Sun in 
its long career has undergone fre- 
quent changes of ownership and 
editors, its standard of service has 
never lessened.

Dana in the period following the 
War Between the States, it subse- 
quently passed into the hands of 
Frank A. Munsey and thence, a few 
years ago, into the possession of 
its present owner, William T. Dew- 
art.

ing. On the whole the peasant masses 
have seen the point of collectivization, 
as is shown by the fact that 70 per 
cent of the total agricultural domain 
in the soviet union is operating under 
the new system. “It is one of the 
greatest things accomplished in this 
century,” an English agronomical ex- 
pert told me upon his return to Mos- 
cow from a two months’ study of the 
collective farms. .

Health Talks

ASCARIS LUMBRICOIDES HAS A 
BAD NAME BUT A GOOD. 
RECORD. 

This is the common round worm, 
the most frequent and perhaps the 
most harmless intestinal parasite of 
man, in this country, It is a nema- 
tode resembling the ordinary earth- 
worm, but the lumbricoid is paler. It 
varies from a few inches to 1 1-2 feet 
in length and from the thickness of 
a straw to that of a lead pencil. 

Most children harbor lumbricoid 
worms at one time or another and 
only rarely do the parasites cause 
any appreciable disturbance of the 
host’s health, When worms do affect 
health the symptoms are_seldom those 
which old gossips so confidently as- 
cribe to worms. A careful observation 
of a large number of children who 
were known to have worms, and of an 
equal number who were free from 
worms, showed that just as many 
without worms gritted their teeth in 
sleep as did children who had worms. 
This does not mean that a child who 
grits his teeth in sleép has no worms; 
on the other hand—well, it should 
convince a reasonable person that the 
gritting of the teeth is not a “symp- 
tom of worms.” Likewise several other 
symptoms which oceur in various 
slight disturbances of health, especial- 
ly in children, and which the grannies 
delight to ascribe to worms, are cer- 
tainly without such significance. In 
fact, the only way to be certain a 
child has worms, and, in my opinion, 
the only justification for giving the 
child any kind of treatment for 
worms, is the finding of the worms. 
or the microscopic demonstration of 
their eggs. 

It was formerly a bit of quack hum- 
bug to assure ignorant customers that 
the worms are partly dissolved or 
broken up by the fake medicine and 
therefore you can’t recognize them 
when they are passed. That's a typ- 
ical bit of hokum. 

There can be no uncertainty about 
a lumbricoid worm or a number of 
them in any case. 

We need not discuss the remedies 
or the method of treatment for round 
worm infestation. That is sfrictly a 
problem for the physician in attend- 
ance. Our prevince is rather to teach 
people how to avoid such infestation 
and how to avoid certain dangers 
from ill advised self-treatment or

Scarcity s Mules and Horses 
Raises Prices of Farm Live Stock 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., Sept. 7.— 
With the greatest scarcity of mules 
and horses in the history of the coun- 
try being reported at this time, much 
higher B ype are predicted for mules 
this fall and next spring by Dr. W. E. 
Oliver, owner and operator of the 
Oliver stables of this city, who has 
just returned from a 12,000-mile au- 
tomobile trip which carried him into 
practically all of the mule-producing 
states and many .other states on the 
Pacific coast. Among the states visit- 
ed were Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Nevada, Wyoming, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, Colorado and California, 
and not only were the large market- 
ing centers visited but motor trips 
were made out into the country near 
the various centers where close con- 
tact could be had with the live-stock 
raisers. 

Dr. Oliver predicts that prices this 
fall will be about 20 per cent higher 
than last spring, while prices’ the 
coming spring will be fully 50 per 
cent higher than for the past several 


months. To illustrate this he stated 
that mules selling at average prices 
of $75 to 100 last fall and bringing 
$125 to $150 the past spring, will be 
fully 20 per cent higher during the 
coming marketing season. 

One of the reasons ascribed for the 
great shortage of mules and horses at 
this time, he states, is that in many 
sections of the country where they 
formerly were raised on a large scale 
none are now available because the 
live-stock men were forced to discon- 
tinue raising mules and horses which 
they couldn’t sell, as the demand for 
the past few years had been so great- 
ly curtailed because of the increased 
use of tractors and machinery in the 
great farm belts. Now, however, with 
machinery worn out and no money to 
replace these expensive machines, 
farmers in many sections are forceed 
to return to the use of mules and 
horses as beasts of burden, creating 
a demand far in excess of the norma! 
production of the country, and result- 
ing in higher price schedules.

HOME LOAN BONDS 


WILL BE AGGEPTED 


Insurance companies and other 
mortgage holders have agreed to ac- 
cept federal home loan bonds for mort- 
gages to the extent that the only wor- 
ry of the Georgia district now is to 
close loans as quickly as the mortga- 
gees and mortgagors wish on the loans 
approved, Frank A. Holder, state man- 
ager for Georgia of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, said Thursday. 
of the bonds is very encouraging, and 
includes the acceptance of bonds by 
tax authorities in payment of past 
due taxes. This latest development 
was inspired by United States Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, who was suc- 
cessful in getting city council of. his 
home town, Vienna, to accept bonds 
for city taxes. Macon followed this 
with similar agreement, Mr. Holden 
said. Senator George is now work- 
ing on the material men with a view 
of having them accept bonds on homes 
refinanced by the government, he said. 

Practically all of the big insurance 
and mortgage companies are now in 
line with the government on the home 
loan bonds, Mr. Holden said. “I haye 
no doubt at all about the success of 
our operations in Georgia, and the 
main thing now is for the mortgagees 
and mortgagors to exercise patience 
__ we can consummate deals,” he 
said. 

The state manager reported that 
George W. Hunt, vice president of the 
Chatham Savings & Loan Company, of 
Savannah, has informed him that the 
company agrees to allow every person 
on whose property it has foreclosed, 
or from whom the company took quit- 
claims, during the past two years, to 
redeem their homes with loans from 
the corporation, accepting the bonds 
in full settlement. 

In the Atlanta district last week, 
the corporation approved 54 bond 
loans, aggregating an ‘indebtedness of 
$165,760, and attorneys.are now run- 
ning the titles, Mr. Holden said. In 
reporting to T. D. Webb, member of 
the federal home loan bank board, he 
said that the Sayannah district has 
received to date 473 applications, and 
of that number 163 mortgagees have 
agreed to accept bonds: The Macon 
district has on hand 483 applications, 
the district manager reporting that his 
office has obtained bond acceptances 
from every bank in Macgn and at 
least one acceptance from most of the 
large private lenders of the city, he 
said. The Albany district has 504 ap- 
plications, with 243 acceptances of 
bonds. 

Typical of letters received by him 
is the following, Mr. Holden said, 
from Bond Almand, attorney, of At- 
lanta: “It might be of some cheer 
to you to know that the executors of 
my father’s estate are agreeing to ac- 
cept government bonds in lieu of the 
mortgage indebtedness. By accepting 
the bonds, the owner keeps his home, 
the state receives’ its taxes, and the 
estate can dispose of this part of the 
assets without expense.”

Artificial articulation by a patient 
whose vocal chords were iost. by an 
operation to remove the larynx Thurs- 
day night impressed members of the 
Fulton County Medical Society as sur- 
geons delivered a case report on the 
removal during the day of the entire 
larynx from a Georgia patient by At- 
lanta doctors. 

The demonstration of voice with- 
out yocal chords was given by a pa- 
tient who was operated on recently, 
the patient using the new artificial 
larynx developed by telephone com- 
pany engineers. Members of the so- 
ciety, in discussion of the case, em- 


phasized the fact that surgeons in 
Atlanta are as capable of performing 
such delicate operations as those of 
the larger medical centers of the north 
and east. 

The operation was made necessary 
because of cancer of the larynx, the 
growth practically closing the air pas- 
sage and making it difficult for the 
patient to breathe.

Claire Makes Deliciously Spicy Chow Chow

Separate one 
head of cauliflower into flowerets. 
Cover all of these with boiling water. 
Let the mixture boil for three min- 
utes. Then drain. Make a brine 
using three quarts of water and two 
cups of salt. Let the vegetables stand 
in this over night. In the morning 
bring the vegetables to boiling point, 
using this brine for liquid. Drain. 

Cook one cup flour, one-half cup 
dry mustard, one tablespoon turmeric, 
one cup sugar with five cups of vine- 
gar until the paste is smooth. Add 
the drained vegetables to this, reheat 
oe — and then put into clean jars.
